HAVRE, France, Dec. 9.—Twenty Bel- 
gian Senators and 23 Belgian Deputies 
now living in Brussels have taken the 
personal risk of sending a signed pro- 
test to Gen. von Bissing against the 
deportations, They also sent copies of 
their protest to Brand Whitlock, the 
American Minister to Belgium. to the 
Marquise de Villalobar, Spanish Minis- 
ter at Brussels and to the diplomatic 
1epresentatives of other countries. 

The letter to Gen. von Bissing, after 
referring to the suffering already 
caused by the German occupation, says: 

“But now a new violence falls upon 
and tears apart our families. Hundreds 
thousands of peaceable citizens of all 
ages and conditions—a civil population— 
have been abruptly and brutally 
snatched from their firesides and de- 
ported into Germany. Hundreds,’ thou- 
sands of women, children and the aged 
have been abandoned, deprived of sup- 
port and given over to the anguish of a 
separation, the duration of which no 
one can foresee."’

He said 
the board had recommended gain bat- 
teries of twelve 16-inch guns, an in- 
crease of fifty per cent in gun power 
over 1917 ships, and a speed of 283 knots 
an hour.

The Liberal meeting at the Reform 
Club yesterday decided that the old 
Liberal leaders would constitute an op- 
position party in the House of Com- 
mons, although the opposition would be 
one of helpful criticism. 

A surprise was the announcement 
made by Viscount Grey in the Liberal 
conference that Arthur J. Balfour 
would succeed him in the Foreign Of- 
fice, with Lord Robert Cecil continuing 
as assistant. Lord Curzon, qualified by 
former service in the Foreign Office, and 
with a brilliant record as Indian vice- 
roy, had been thought assured of the 
honor. The choice of Balfour aroused 
instant protest from papers which rated 
him as one of the aged “wait and see’ 
echool. 

Law for the Exchequer. 

Bonar Law for Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer is a popular selection, as he 
combines business aud political exper- 
ience. Equal approval is given to Lord 
Derby as head of the War Office, and 
Dr. Addison as the Minister of Muni- 
tions, but the proposal of Sir Edward 
Carson for the Admiralty finds less 
favor. Lord Curzon will have one of 
the highest posts and will be leader of 
the government in the House. Col. 
Winston Churchill apparently is to re- 
main ou. 

This nucleus, with a number of prac- 
tical business men in other positions, is 
considered to make a strong showing. 
Premier Lloyd-George’s program is for 
the re-organization of the country for 
war on a sweeping socialistic basis, and 
the general comment is that only a 
cabinet of supermen can accomplish 
and conduct such a revolution. 

In addition to the nationalization of 
shipping. mines and agriculture. drastic 
reforms in the drink problems and the 
temporary settlement of the chaos in 
Ireland are discussed as the major tasks 
confronting the new administration in 
the home field. 

Opinions of the Preaa. 

The expected appointment of Mr. Bal.- 
four and lard Robert Cecil to the 
foreign c*fice is welcomed in the Lon- 
don press, except by Lord Northcliffe's 
newspapers. Even the Post which as 
been bitter against the Asquith Gov- 
ernment, speaks of Balfour's stanch 
attitude throughout the recent crisis, 
but says there may be some doubts as 
to whether hie delicate methods in 
handling the affairs in the foreign of- 
fice will be able to counter the robust 
methods of the Germans.

The conference on taxation 
Planters Hotel yesterday, called by 
Gov.-elect Gardner to consider plans 
for raising additional revenue to'meet 
the requirements of the State Gov- 
ernment, agreed to recommend to the 
Legislature the creation of a Tax 
Commission with power to equalize 
taxes throughout the State. 

Many of the proposals for raising 
new revenue, suggested ty the Gov- 
ernor-elect, were opposed by meém-/ 
bers of the conference. Of those pro- 
poseai only the following were ac- 
cepted, and a committee was appoint- 
ed to investigate their constitution- 
ality before final recommendation is 
made to the Legislature: 

An increase in the collateral in-

Judsen, Prof. Isidor Leeb 
of the University of Missouri and Cor- 
nelius Roach, Secretary of State.

Loeb and Judson expressed the opin- 
ion that under the present Constitu- 
tion the Legislature has power to 
create such a commission and confer 
upon it the power to supervise asvess- 
ments in‘evéery county and change any 
individual assessments made by local 
Assessors. McAllister said that al- 
though he had not studied the sut- 
ject exhaustively he did not think the 
Legislature had this power. 

There was considerable discussion 
gf the proposed mortgage recording 
tax, the principal question being as to 
the lender or the borrower 
the tax. It was finally 
agreed that ultimately the borrower 
would pay the tax, but E. K. Love of 
the St. Louis Real Estate Exchange, 
and others members of that body, be- 
lieved the interest rate would be .low- 
ered because the proposed bill con- 
templated exempting mortgages from 
any other personal property tax 

It was estimated by members of the 
Real Estate Exchange that such a tax 
would yield nearly $1,000,000 annu- 
ally, instead of the $300,000 given in 
Gardner’s estimate. 

Secretary of State Roach, who by vir- 
tue of his office is a member of the 
State Board of Equalization, declared 
that the State Board does not have 
power to raise all assessments to full 
cash value, but only to adjust assess- 
ments of counties as units according to 
whether they are assessed too high or 
too low in-.reference to other counties. 
Even if it had that power, he said, it 
would not have time, since all its mem- 
bers are burdened with extensive duties 
in connection with the conduct of their 
regular State offices. 

lor this reason Secretary Roach urged 
a special State Tax Commission and he 
thought it should be empowered to go 
into the counties and review the work 
of the local Assessors, raising the as- 
sessment’ wherever it had been returned 
too low. He advocated a tax on capital 
stock of corporations which he thought 
would produce $1,000,000 revenue a year, 
at the same time operating to squeeze 
the water out of the capitalization. He 
piso asserted the State is greatly in need 
of more revenue.

Will Be Known as son 
Road Association — Fund 
Starts With $9500. 


The Federated Road Associations, for- 
mally organized at a meeting. at the 
Missouri Athletic Association last night, 
subscribed $950 as the nucleus of a fund 
which will be used to promote the build- 
ing of good county, State and national 
highways in Missouri and in those por- 
tions of Illinois which are tributary to 
St. Louis. 

Organizations represented at the meet- 
ing were the Business Men’s League, 
Associated Retailers, St. Louis Clearing 
House Association, Automobile Club of 
St. Louis and the Automobile Dealers’ 
and Manufacturers’ Association. 

It is expected that civic organizations 
in other cities and towns: in Missouf 
and Illinois will join in the movement. 

The plan is to concentrate the prevail- 
ing good roads sentiment into an organ- 
ized body which will supervise and pro- 
mote all movements for better high- 
Ways. A permanent secretary and a 
field staff of lecturers will be appointed 
At expert lawyer and an engineer will 
be retained to give their advice and 
services free to any county, farmers’ 
organization or commercia! body which 
has road problems to be solved.

No Special Taxation Devices. 

Under the Wisconsin plan it is not 
necessary for the State to resort to all 
sorts of taxation devices, as in Missouri, 
to raise revenue. By a fair assessment 
of all property a sufficient revenue is 
raised to meet the financial require- 
ments of the State, without resorting 
to the imposition of special taxes upon, 
various kinds of business. 

To illustrate: The brewing industry of 
Wisconsin is almost as large as the 
brewing industry in Missouri, yet Wis- 
consin does not impose any taxes upos 
the brewing industry, other than the di- 
rect property taxes, while Miggouri .e- 
rives a revenue of approximately %509,- 
000 a year from beer inspection fees. Wis- 
consin does not have to depend upon the 
various kinds of inspection fees imposed 
in Missouri to provide State revenue 
Examination of the reports of the Wis 
consin Treasurer shows that with the 
exception of departmental and instit'.- 
tional receipts amounting to supproxi- 
mately $2,000,000 a year, all the revenue 
comes from direct taxation. 

While the Missouri University § is 
struggling along under an income of ap- 
proximately $1,000,000 a year, the Wis- 
consin University is spending in round 
numbers $3,000,000 a year. 

The Wisconsin University takes rank 
among the first universities of the 
United States. The college of agricul- 
ture of the Wisconsin University spent 
$610,951 last year, the expense of this 
department being larger than that of 
any other department of the university. 
Wisconsin is spending vast sums of 
money to scientificaNy educate its farm- 
ers. The university owns large experi- 
mental farms of all kinds. It has splen- 
didly equipped laboratories and bulld- 
ings. In addition to the money spent on 
the college of agriculture of the univer- 
sity, Wisconsin contributed last year 
$40,596 to county schools of agriculture 
and domestic economy, and $156,954 to 
county agricultural ‘societies. 

In addition to the $3,000,000 that Wis- 
consin spends on its university, it spent 
$772,000 on its normal schools for the 
training of teachers «uring the past 
year, and contributed to the counties, 
for public schools and/ other educational 
purposes, a total of $3,145,831. 

While the State was spending approxi- 
mately $8,000,000 for educational purposes, 
the counties of Wisconsin raised by tax- 
ation for school purposes $12,209,194. The 
entire disbursement for education in 
Wisconsin during the 13 months ending 
June 9%, 1916, was slightly in excess of 
$20,000,000: of which 40 per cent was dis- 
tributed b the State government. 

How the Farmer Benefits. 

While the Wisconsin farmer pays his 
fair share of taxes, he derives great 
benefits from the State Government. 
Wisconsin is not satisfied merely witn 
educating its rural population. For the 
fiscal year ending June 30, the State 
contributed $1,1%,483 to the coun- 
ties for building roads. Under State 
supervision there have been constPucted 
over 2000 miles of hard surfaced roads 
in Wisconsin 

The hard surfaced roads in

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REASON FOR THE 10-PER-CENT CUT. 
On one day we have a gloomy manffesto from 
Comptroller Player, informing us that the city is 
on the verge of bankruptcy and that financially 
everything is going to the bow-wows. On almost 
the next day announcement is made that the city 
tax rate is to be reduced by 10 cents. 
” “What ig the explanation of the startling shift’ 
It is, of course, political, not fiscal. Candidates 
and parties will have to go before the people at 
the spring election. Those in a position to do so 
wish to gain all the favor that might possibly ac- 
crue from a cut in the tax payments. 

The object 1s an unworthy. one. ‘Tt is the more 
to be condemned because ‘ft’ will be futile. The 
reduction will really amount to less than five per 
cent on the actual total of individual tax pay- 
ments, which in most cases will be too small to 
be appreciated, almost too small to be perceptible. 
The man who has been paying $10 in taxes on his 
‘cottage or household effects will find that the 
sum he has to pay next year has been decreased 
by only 40 or 50 cents. It is not enough to make 
him grateful to Mayor Kiel or anybody else and 
if he understands how the reduction has been 
made possible he may be incensed. 

For, of course, any reduction in the rate would 
be unthinkable from the standpoint of sound city 
finance but for the accumulated arrears of the 
mill tax. The politicians have been itching to run 
their hands up to the elbow into this tempting ac- 
cumulation, but the almost universal desire, 
among Others, is that it should be reserved for 
some of the larger special purposes in city im- 
provements. 

For a satisfying disposition of this fund, the 
administration is going to be held to a strict ac-' 
countability. The 10 per cent cut in the tax rate 
deceives nobody and will be a source of weakness, 
not strength, in the election.

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ENTHRONING OF KING POTATO, | 
The feelings of the housewife since potatoes 
reached 60 cents a peck and started higher have 
been sympathetically charted and analyzed. A 
contrast bright in optimistic cheer is found in 
the reception of the good news when it pene- 
trated to the great potato belt of the North. 

«© ‘Here, becausé of some secret of soil or climate, 
potatoes can be raised with less labor and in far 
greater yields than cereals and other crops. Very 
grim is the struggle for existence on the part of 
the occupants of the rude, unattractive rural 
dwellings, some mere tar-paper shacks, standing 
in the midat of brown clearings. . 

At this end of the potato’s cycle from producer 
“oO consumer, the price is ordinarily about 25 or 
80 cents a bushel. In some disastrous years it 
falls as low as 5 cents. Seasons are recalled when 
thousands of unsalable bushels have been thrown 
out by the wayside, at the waste of the labor of 
cultivation and of hauling part of the crop to 
market. The receipt this year of 50 per cent 
more per peck than the maximum price per 
bushel of former years has had agreeable ef- 
fects recorded as follows: 

One poor man who bought a little farm 
for $1000 last spring, chiefly on credit, has 
cashed $1400 worth of drafts for his potato 
crop. 

Thirty mortgaged acres of wilted tops, thor- 
oughly devastated by the drouth, which were 
about to be plowed up by the Owner the first 
wee. in September have so far yielded him 
$1800 and he has a few hills yet to dig. 

After paying the entire purchase price of a 
newly-cleared farm one man has $1000 to 
the good from this season's potato crop. 

A crippled farmer managed to have a smal)! 
field planted with Potatoes last spring, Lut 
lacked the means to get them dug this fall. 
His generous neighbors, busy with harvesting 
thelr own crop, tanded togetner to dig his 
Potatoes, place a store tn his cellar and market 
the rest. The unfortunate was handed a draft 
for nearly $400, more monty than he has seen 
at one time in 20 years. 


After ruling at $1.50 for several weeks, the 
price is now $1.65 a bushel to the grower, 
Instances in which growers have received five 


times as much for their potato crop as the price 
at which their entire farms were valued prior to 
the present are said to number hundreds. 
Wisconsin and Michigan are racing to be the 
first to hang up in its Statehouse a varnished and 
formaldehyded sacred potato to match the sacred 
codfish of Boston Common. With prophetic in- 
stinct the Michigan fathers 75 years &go placed 
“Tuebor” on the State coat of arms. 
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THE BLACK-EYE CURE. 

Really there is not the slightest reason in the 
world why a chorus man should not make an 
epochal discovery.

It is a kind of calamity that overtakes a man 
the first time he opens his weekly pay envelope 
and finds more than $50 in it. Actors, musicians, 
dancers, painters, writers, baseball players and 
cooks are especially susceptible, while hodcarriers 
and politicians are almost invariably immune, 
Its characteristic symptom is an irresistible im- 
pulse to do things for which they lock people up 
out in the City Sanitarium. 

One of our most popular theatrical stars had a 
seizure the other evening. He may have found a 
hair in the prandial goulash or perhaps somebody 
in the orchestra flatted a B-natural. At any rate, 
he put on a little storm and in the course of the 
irruption he found the chorus man in his pathway.

Dr. Eugene Lyman Fisk made this 
astounding and comforting declaration,! 
which gave me at least a new motive 
for living, in his office in the Life Ex- 
tension Institute in New -York. Dr. 
Fisk is director of hygiene of the in- 
stitute, which has William Howard Taft 
as chairman of the Hygiene Rerefence 
Board and numbers many of the leading 
scientists and physicians of the United 
States among its advisers. Dr. Fisk 
is joint author with Prof. Irving Fishe. 
of Yale of the institute's bible of health, 
“How to Live.”’ 

I had asked the distinguished physi- 
cian to tell me of the age of greatest 
efficiency in both man and woman, be- 
cause he gave a talk about ‘“‘Keeping 
Young” to the Upper Bronx Girls’ Club. 


Time Not as Grim and Pitiless 
as He’s Pictured. 


‘“‘Woman’s terror of time is altogether 
fantastic,’’ Dr. Fisk continued. ‘‘What 
is time? An abstraction, merely a com- 
bination of space and motion, no more tu 
be feared than calculus. - is because 
we personify Time as an old gentleman 
with a scythe that we dread him. Time 
does not kill. Human deterioration is 
not » question of time, but of microbes 
streptococci’ —aere Dr. Fisk mentioned 
many other varieties -* cocci to whom 
I had never been introduced, so nat- 
urally I didn’t recognize them and don't 
remember their names. Yet it suffices 
that the business of keeping young is 
a business of dodging microbes and not 
age. 

“But comparatively few women 
any sort of physical attractiveness at 
45,"" I said.

America Has Much to Learn 
in Mating the Young. 


“Mating in this country is conducted 
in a very haphazard and foolish man- 
ner,’’ Dr. Fisk answered. “It is left 
entirely to accident and propinquity. A 
young girl goes to a summer resort, meets 
a young man who proposes to her, and 
there, she is settled for life. We can 
learn a great deal from the older coun- 
tries about mating. In France marriages 
are arranged by the parents. Young men 
and women are brought together delib- 
erately because of their fitness to mate. 
This is true, too, of the English upper 
class, which has produced some of the 
greatest men. 

“The whole human race is too apt to 
mistake accumulated knowledge for 
progress. ‘There is no man living as 
great as Socrates, Archimedes, or, tak- 
ing the Egyptian civilization, some of 
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RANCE, the mother of so many 
- things which contribute to modern 
progress, fairly may be credited 
with the first suggestion of the postage 
stamp in use today. J wr it was in 1653, 
during the joint regency of Anne of 
Austria and Mazarin, that the latter, 
made desperate constant thefts of 
valuable packages in the hands of 
mounted messengers, hit upon the de- 
vice of a sealed envelope bearing the 
Government stamp, the carriage of 
which, prepaid by the sender, was pro- 
tected by a special guard of couriers. 

Quickly the use of sealed and guarded 
envelopes, at first designed for the ex- 
clusive service of the nobility, spread to 
the wealthy middle class. 

Stamped postal ietter paper was used 
in 1818 by the Government of Sardinia, 
this being succeeded in 1820 by envelopes 
hearing the Government seal. Ten years 
passed before Charles Whiting, a Lon- 
don publisher, began to experiment with 
stamped wrappers for newspapers. And 
from this suggestion Sir Rowland Hill, 
creator of the penny post, derived his 
idea. of the modern postage stamp, of 
which he is justly regarded as the orig- 
inator; although for some years pre- 
viously James Chalmers, the famous 
printer of Edinburg, had made experi- 
mentally a stamp printed with ordinary 
tvpe and rendered adhesive by the use 
of gum.
